Presidential Preference Bill 

A short time ago I talked 
about the desirability of having 
our State Legislature pass the 
bill which would enable you and 
me to indicate our preference for 
the Presidential nomination. 
This matter was discussed with 
one of our Representatives, Rep. 
George E. Rawson, who chances 
to be Chairman of the Election 
Laws Committee, which has this 
bill in charge. My good friend, 
Rep. Rawson, has heard from 
me since that Unite and assured 
me that the bill would be acted 
upon in time for the coming 
Presidential Primaries this April. 

On February 2, the House, by 
a vote of 95 to 94, overruled its 
committee on election laws by 
substituting for its adverse re- 
port a bill filed by Rep. Charles 
W. Hedges, Quincy Republican, 
who -is known as a very liberal 
Republican. The fly in the oint- 
ment is that this preliminary 
approval must stand the test of 
urther readings in the House 
before- the bill can be sent to 
the Senate for action. 

Now, what puzzles the writer 
is simply this; why does the 
G. O. P. controlled Legislature 
seem to be hostile to the idea 
of giving the average voter a 
decent opportunity to express 
his or her personal preference 
for President of the United 
States? We all know that im- 
mediately before both primary 
and election it is the leaders of 
the tow major parties who make 
the most frantic efforts to cajole 
the voters into coming to the 
polls and voting. Also, they are 
not the least bit timid about 
asking us all to contribute time, 
money and energy to help elect 
the candidates whose names 
appear on the ballot. That being 
the case, and I doubt if anybody 
will dispute my statement, why 
in the name of common sense 
do we have to fight for the right 
to express our OWN desires in 
this important matter? Believe 
you me, if this bill* is eventually 
defeated, I propose to ask a great 
many members of the House 
WHY it was defeated. And right 
here, let me make a prediction. 
If it is humanly possible, those 
who are anxious to throttle this 
freedom of expression, will do 
their best to dodge a roll-call 
vote. Just watch and see if the 
matter is disposed of in a voice 
vote — one of those wonderful 
arrangements by which a Legis- 
lator can dodge the issue, pub- 
licly, and refuse tc be recorded.

I am crying before I am hurt?

The Democrats 

Let us turn our thoughts for a 
moment to the Democracy in 
Massachusetts. There have been 
a number of rather Interesting 
developments \n recent weeks. 
On the national level, for ex- 
ample, we note the broad grin 
on the President’s countenance 
ever since General Eisenhower 
took himself out of the Presiden- 
tial race. Curiously enough, the 
national Democracy appears to 
be utterly barren of candidates 
of sufficient strength to seriously 
challenge the distinguished 
gentleman from Missouri, cur- 
rently engaged in an earnest 
effort to build a new porch on 
the official residence in Washing- 
ton. In view of the obviously 
limited tenure of his White 
House occupancy, it does seem 
strange that he should get the 
voters so worked up about the 
matter. 

Turning, now, to the state 
level, we find Governor's Coun- 
cillor Patrick J. McDonough of 
Boston enjoying a field day 
prior to the recent confirmation 
of my friend Judge Lawrence 
G. Brooks of Medford as Judge 
of the Malden Court. As a 
matter of fact, there are quite 
a few citizens who feel that 
Judge Brooks should have re- 
signed a bit earlier from the 
two so-called subversive organi- 
zations with which he was con- 
nected. However, as Bill Mullins 
of $he Herald pointed out, there 
was a bit of inconsistency in 
McDonough’s stand, for the 
simple reason that it was only 
a year or two back that he was 
jokingly referred to by fellow 
Democrats as “Comrade”. He has 
always been on the far left side 
in politics and has had CIO sup- 
port a number of times. That, in 
itself, may not be too important, 
as even Leverett Saltonstall re- 
ceived CIO support in one of 
his campaigns. 

Then we have Mr. Paul A. 
Dever, Attorney eneral from 
1935-1941, who came very close 
to defeating Saltonstall in one 
of his campaigns for Governor 
and who ran only 6,787 votes 
behind our present Lt. Governor, 
Arthur W. Coolidge of Reading, 
in the fall of 1946. Those who 
make a business of watching 
political developments regularly 
have noticed that Paul Dever 
has been speaking almost con- 
stantly before a wide variety of 
organizations. One of his most 
common topics is universal mili- 
tary training, which is, of 
; course, a very live issue and 
quite worthy of our closest 
thought in these hectic days. 
However, the former Attorney 
General’s activities have all the 
ear marks of the early start of 
a state wide campaign. My guess 
is that he seeks the Governorship. 
What’s yours? It may prove 
rather tough to knock oft Gov- 
ernor Bradford this coming fall, 
especially if he weathers all the 
strikes we are plagued with and 
continues to govern with a firm 
hand and equal justice for all 
our people.

Massachusetts Federation of Tax- 
payers’ Association. 

How can we then continue to 
ask our city government to un- 
dertake more and unnecessary ex- 
pense, Muther asked? With snow 
removal costs and equipment 
needs soaring over the $350,000 
mark this year, with salary and 
pension increases continually be- 
ing requird, and with the tremen- 
dous growth of material and or- 
dinary maintenance costs, we 
must stop, take stock of our po- 
sition before we are asked to pay 
for even the slightest extra ex- 
pense. 

The budget in Newton went up 
more than $2,500,000 from 1945 to 
1947— from 5 million to 7Va mil- 
lion— a 50% increase, continued 
Muther. No wonder that the tax 
rate went up by six dollars in 
the same period— nearly a 40% 
increase, and tax rates do not 
respond readily to any rule that 
“what goes up must come down.” 
So now, as in the twenties we 
borrow for our improvements, 
said Muther. 

Still, this group wants a pleas- 
ant childrens’ museum, that 
group wants a recreational 
course in music, a third hesi- 
tates to pay for janitorial serv- 
ice in public buildings even when 
they are used for private pur- 
poses, etc, etc, Muther stated, 
adding that they might be petty 
items, but that they were both 
cumulative and indicative. 

Prhaps the extraordinary de- 
mands of the Federal government 
will awaken our citizens to the 
necessity of reviewing their own 
demands upon our local govern- 
ment, he concluded.

A maintenance 
staff of 17 men, he said, are re- 
sponsible for 34 recreation areas 
in Newton. There are seven 
neighborhood centers for chil- 
dren where such activities as 
games, crafts, woodwork, sewing 
and dancing are conducted. ; " 
Other centers conduct activities 1 1 
for adults, including metalcraft, 
furniture reflnishing and social 
get-togethers. Much effort has 
been expended this year, he 
stated, in maintaining skating 
activity in the city. This is par- 
ticularly valuable in« that it 
brings children and parents to- 
gether. The recreation depart 
ment, he pointed out, is ham- 
pered because of the lack of land 
in Newton, poor facilities in 
school buildings and the scarcity 
of unds. $123,000 was expended 
in Newton last year for recrea- 
tion. Based on population, only 
$1.58 was expended per capita, 
hopes to increase the capacity 
for recreational work at the 
playgrounds by the erection of a 
new building with proper facili- 
ties for dressing, showers, etc. 

Dr. Homer Anderson, Superin- 
tendent of Schools, outlined the 
three P’s in Education — Pro- 
gram, Plant and Personnel and 
the new trends in each. Under 
Program, he said, there is a 
trend toward focussing on the 
ends toward which education 
carries us. We have been think- 
ing too much of training in 
skills. New we ask “what is the 
education necessary to train an 
American citizen”. The trend 
also is to lengthen the period 
of education. He looks forward 
to the establishing of permanent 
Junior colleges in all up-to-date 
communities. Under Plant, he 
continued, the trend is to make 
the environment for learning 
more attractive with larger class- 
rooms. Equipment should be 
adapted to the modern program 
where we recognize individaul 
differences in youngsters. The 
school building should also be- 
long to the community and be 
available for adult activities. 
Under Personnel, he said, is the 
employee and the pupil. There 
is a trend toward attempting to 
understand the pupil more than 
in the past and helping him to 
work up to his own capacity. 
The trend is toward better 
trained teachers who must know 
more sound psychology, must 
know the needs of society and 
understand world problems. 

Preceding the program, a 
hobby show was presented by 
the American Home Committee.

Chart Patriotism, 
Good Works Program 


National Heart Week 

Nearly every physician is aware, from his day-to-day 1 
practice of medicine, that a gross disproportion exists between 
the amount of time and effort spent on research in cardiac 
diseases and the frequency of their occurence in his practice. 
Without any deprecation of the research being done in other 
fields, it must be acknowledged that the actual problems the 
family physician faces day in and day out in a very large 
number of patients are those of hypertension, arteriosclerosis and 
valvular heart disease. 

Perhaps some of this disproportion in public interest and 
support of health programs has been the fault of the medical 
profession. Too often laymen have been permitted to develop 
public interest on an emotional rather than a factual basis. 
Physicians therefore welcome a program for public understanding 
and fund raising that is professionally inspired and directed, 
such as the program of the New England Heart Association, 
which will be publicized during National Heart Week, February 
8-14. 

The New England Heart Association is one of the oldest 
associations in the United States devoted to the study of cardio- 
vascular disease. It is a regional affiliate of the American Heart 
Association, and it implements the program of the national agency, j 
Its officers recently presented a plan of research and interpreta- 
tion of research to the medical profession, to allied professions 
and to the general public. 

Statistically, the case is* clear. Heart afflictions due to 
rheumatic fever constitute the greatest single menace to school 
children, killing five times as many as infantile paralysis, 
whooping cough, diphtheria, scarlet fever, measles and meningitis 
combined. Nearly 1 out of every 2 deaths after the age of forty- 
five is caused by diseases of the heart and circulation. In spite 
of this, an average of hardly more than $100,000 has been spent 
annually in the entire country during the past decade for research 
on rheumatic fever, and the funds available for research in hyper- 
tension, coronary-artery disease and peripheral vascular disease 
are far below minimum needs. 

There has been a tendency among both physicians and 
laymen to adopt a belief in the inevitability of arteriosclerosis 
and hypertension. Prior to recent years, this was also true about 
cancer. The expanding horizons of biochemistry' and nuclear 
physics have altered this attitude of resignation toward cancer. 
It seems clear that the answers to the far more common cardio- 
vascular diseases lie also in the domain of the fundamental 
sciences. For such research, the financial implementation should 
be supplied by both governmental and voluntary subscriptions. 

The 1948 goal of the New England Heart Association is 
$92,000 — a modest sum considering the need. Requests for 
support from community funds have been, with few exceptions, 
regretfully denied. Through the cooperation of the various state 
pharmaceutical associations and wholesale druggists, heart-shaped 
coin collectors will be displayed on drugstore counters during 
Heart Week. In some communities there will be organized 
solicitation. 

Physicians can well indicate to interested laymen that some- 
thing is being done about heart disease. Some will wish also to 
make their ow’n contributions, which will constitute a valuable 
endorsement of the campaign. 

The New England Heart Association asks for the active 
cooperation of the medical profession.

You ask WHY these things 
have taken place or will, in the 
future, take place. Here is the 
answer, assuming that I can un- 
derstand the English language 
and have not lost my hearing 
completely. In the first place, one 
legislator from Newton says that 
a lot of voters wrote in the 
names Mae West and Mickey 
Mouse a few years ago. There- 
fore, there is no sense in giving 
the voters another opportunity 
to be funny. That argument falls 
of its own weight for the simple 
reason that those offering the 
argument have never attempted 
to prove that any substantial 
number of voters did such a 
silly thing. 

The next argument was that 
our favorite sons objected to the 
presidential preference act. Mind 
you, nobody claimed that the 
men in question personally ob- 
jected; their supporters, how- 
ever, did. The argument was that 
if the voters of this state ex- 
pressed a strong preference for, 
let us say, General Eisenhower, 
it would seriously cramp the 
style of our obvious favorite 
son. Senator Leverett Saltonstall. 
Well, would it? Lnder ordinary 
circumstances, a favorite son 
gets a handsome complimentary 
vote on the first ballot at a con- 
vention and, perhaps, on one or 
two more ballots. Then, when 
it becomes obvious to those who 
pull the strings at convention, 
that said favorite son cannot 
possibly make the grade, his 
name is withdrawn, with the 
man’s consent, of course, and 
the convention proceeds to vote 
on those candidates who have a 
substantial national following. In 
this case, that would be Dewey, 
Stassen, Taft and one or two 
others, like Warren of California 
and Vandenberg of Michigan. 
That is where the value of know- 
ing the average voter's prefer- 
ence comes in. If and when my 
own friend, Leverett Saltonstall, 
is advised that it just isn’t in the 
cards for him to get the coveted 
to bring home.” They will last : nomination, he will ask to be 


what more democratic and naive 
approach employed by the aver- 
age voter who wants to know 
what the score is and who would 
appreciate having an opportun- 
ity to participate in the shaping 
of party policy and in the select- 
ion of candidates for public of- 
fice. To be sure, this latter group, 
comprising the overwhelming 
majority of all the voters, is in- 
variably told what to do and 
when to do it just prior to a pri- 
mary or an election. By that 
time, unfortunately, the barn 
door has been locked and the 
horse is somewhere outside. 

Now, let’s get right down to 
cases. My regular readers know 
that I have made considerable 
effort in behalf of the Presiden- 
tial Preference Act, which would 
make it possible for you and me 
to write in on our April primary 
ballot our choice for President in 
1948. What happened? The Com- 
mittee on Election Laws, of which 
one of our Newton solons is 
chairman, made an adverse re- 
port on this legislation and, un- 
der ordinary circumstances, this 
report would have been sustain- 
ed by the lower branch, the 
House.

was explained, is the use of radio 
active material in the field of re- 
search, medical research for ex- 
ample. Its use as a tracer, being 
an example. It has been stated 
that atomic energy has already 
saved more lives than it has de- 
stroyed. Another use is in connec- 
tion with industrial controls in 
the preparation of materials. A 
use which is being carefully 
studied it the possible use of 
atomic energy for heat or power 
energy. This is not practical un- 
der present conditions, but it 
does have future possibilities 
which are being carefully investi- 
gated. 

The first three lectures have 
attempted to give the scientific 
background of the new knowl- 
edge in the field of nuclear sci- 
ence. The fourth lecture by Prof. 
Edward Purcell of Harvard Uni- 
versity is of wide general in- 
terest as it concerns policy and 
ways in which Atomic Energy 
can be controlled for the safety 
of society. This is a matter of 
public concern and of vital in- 
terest. The first three lectures 
have been handicapped by diffi- 
cult weather conditions, it is 
hoped that the fourth and final 
lecture will be heard by a large 
audience.

THE TRAGIC STORY OF 1947 


The most destructive series of 
major disasters in history struck 
the United States during 1947/ 
according to the American Red 
Cross, which alldfcated some 
$11,000,000 to assist more than 
300,000 persons. In terms of costs, 
1947 was the peak year in Red 
Cross disaster work for the last 
decade. 

Disasters, which struck 46 
states and Alaska, included 
142 fires 
41 tornadoes 
3 hurricanes 
22 other storms 
, 31 explosions 
minor earthquakes 
transportation wrecks 
other serious accidents 
Grimmest toll in casualties and 
property losses, and highest Red 
Crosr relief expenditures occur- 
red after five major disasters: 

The worst tornadoes in 10 
years ‘ in Texas and Oklahoma i 


last April. 

The Texas City explosions and 
fire in mid-April, claiming 500 
lives and inflicting more than 
3,500 injuries. 

June floods in seven midwest* 
ern and eastern states. 

The severe Florida-Gulf States 
hurricane in September, follow- 
ed by prolonged floods. 

The devastating New England 
forest fires in October. 

Red Cross records show 1,266 
disaster-caused deaths up to 
December 1, approximately twice 
the toll in 1946. Persons injured 
numbered 1,969. 

More than 81,000 buildings — 
mostly homes • were destroyed 
or damaged, and hundreds of 
thousands of acres of productive 
farmlands were ruined by ero- 
sion or rendered useless for the 
year by long-standing severe 
floods. 


THE MAINE FOREST FIRE STORY 


Disaster drew close to the lo- 
cal area last October when high- 
ly destructive forest fires raged 
in, Maine. 

While the fury of the jconfla- 
grations was at a peak, a far- 
flung emergency relief program 
was in operation on a 24-hour-a- 
day basis. Meals and snacks 
were carried to thousands of vol- 
unteer firefighters. Feeding the 
refugees *n Red Cross shelters 
was a major task — approxi- 
mately 45,000 meals were served 
during a 3-dhy period in a single 
hard-hit area. Some 3,000 persons 
stayed in Red Cross shelters, 
while thousands more were 
housed with relatives and friends. 

The real tragedy lay in the 
losses suffered by the people 
caught in the path of the angry 
flames. There was, for instance, 
the aged couple who finally had 
paid off the mortgage on their 
home only to find the next day 
their old-age security reduced to 
ashes. And the stalwart farmer 
who cried like a baby as he 


| lifted his rifle to shoot livestock 
burned by the fire. 

I After immediate relief had been 
; extended to these victims, the 
slower work of rehabilitation be- 
gan. Winter was approaching 


i and re-building an impossibility 
until spring. Temporary homes 
j were erected to tide over the 
! burned-out families. 

Help of a more permanent na- 
ture is being offered to all who 
. do not have sufficient resources 
■ to return to normal living un- 
aided. Assistance is given on an 
.nuividual basis with the pur- 
pose of re establishing the family 
unit according to former circum- 
stances. Grants are in the form 
of outright gifts rather than 
loans. 

Such work may involve the 
building and repairing of homes, 
purchase of food and clothing, 
farm supplies or occupational 
equipment, as well as medical 
care. 

Red Cross will stand by as long 
as the need exists.

THE STORY OF 

The citizens of Newton could 
be afflicted with another hurri- 
cane, an explosion, train wreck 
or earthquake. 

A visit to the’ Newton Red 
Cross Disaster Closet is a re- 
assuring experience. There, un- 
der lock and key, and arranged 
in orderly and easily accessible 
fashion, is the necessary equip- 
ment for mass feeding. Included 
are lanterns, trestles, coffee con- 
tainers and many paper dishes 
and spoons. There are stretch- 
ers. bandages, First Aid Kits, and 
many other medical supplies. 

On file is a complete disaster 
plan which involves the immed- 
iate functioning of the local Red 
Cross Chapter under the guid- 
ance of representatives of the 
National Red Cross. The plan 
provides for the active coopera-' 
tion of city departments and 
other agencies. 

The committees listed below, 
under the leadership of their 
respective chairmen, would at 
once go into action for the emer- 
gency relief of victims. The ex- 
tent of the damage would first 
be determined by the Survey 
Committee who would decide ex- 
actly what services were needed 
for the particular kind of dis- 
aster. 

Working closely with the Pol- 
ice and Fire Departments and 
depending on forecasts of the 
U. S. Weather Bureau, the Com- 
mittee or P.escue would make 
plans for possible evacuations 
and entry them out if necessary. 

Certain school buildings are 
listed as mass shelters, with no- 
tations regarding kitchen facili- 
ties. Should these be opened, 
members of the Public Buildings 
and Recreations Departments

would assist in making the peo- 
ple comfortable. The Red Cross 
Canteen Service would provide 
food for the victims as well as 
for all assisting personnel. 

Clothing demands would be 
carefully considered. Local sourc- 
es of obtaining clothing are listed, 
with the Thrift Center and the 
Red Cross Production and Sup- 
ply Service In readiness to coop- 
erate to the fullest. 

Transportation problems would 
be worked out by the City Trans- 
portation Committee and Red 
Cross Motor Service, with city 
and Chapter vehicles both avail- 
able. 

To carry out details of regis- 
tration and information, there 
is a committee of representatives 
of public and private welfare or- 
ganizations and service groups. 
Each of these has at his call a 
group of clerical and social work- 
ers skilled in their own profes- 
sions. 

The chairman of the Medical 
Committee would take charge of 
all medical aid. with nursing care 
under a nurse vice-chairman and 
the Red Cross Director of Nurs- 
ing Services. Red Cross First 
Aid experts are on call. 

To see that all needs for blood 
were met, the Red Cross Blood 
Donor Committee is ready to 
take on emergency duties at a 
moment’s notice. 

The Treasurer of the Newton 
Chapter would be in charge of 
all disbursements, and Red Cross 
Public Information would keep 
the citizens informed on all de- 
tails of the disaster. 

The Disaster Plan is reviewed 
at regular intervals and weak 
spots strengthened. 

Every possible precaution is 
being taken to protect the lives 
and welfare of the people of this 
city in case of a major calamity.

2. Such legislation is merely 
the beginning of a flood of pro- 
posals requesting ever-expanding 
exemptions. For example: Today 
a veteran gets a $2000 abatement 
in certain cases if he has only 
a 10 percent disability. That dis- 
ability requirement originally 
started at 20 percent and has 
been progressively cut down. Also 
the calendar of this week’s hear- 
ings at the State House covered 
12 other proposals for veterans 
exemptions or abatements with 
respect to real estate taxes in 
one form or another. 

3. Applied in Newton to the 
Oak Hill Veterans Housing Proj- 
ect as outlined in the Progress 
Report of January 5, the city 
would lose an estimated $360,825 
with no assurance that the ex- 
emption would not be extended in 
the future. 

The directors at present are 
studying the proposal of Gover- 
n6r Bradford that a $200,000,000 
state credit pool be established 
to aid cities and towns with their 
financing of veterans housing and 
will shortly announce their find- 
ings. 

In addition the directors went | 
on record favoring a proposal 
that repair bond issues be sub- 
ject to the approval of the Emer- 
gency Finance Board, and also 
favored a bill to deprive the Com- 
missioner of Corporation and 
Taxation of the power to prevent 
cities and towns from appropri- 
ating available funds as they see 
fit. 

It was further voted to oppose 
Commissioner Long’s request to 
establish 1948 municipal tax rates 
at the present rate plus 25 per- 
cent if the local assessors had 
not set the rate by May 1, 1948. 
If that bill were enacted, Newton 
might very well have a $40 tax 
rate.

Mrs. Ralph Keyes, Newton 
Chairman of Arts and Skills at 
Cushing General Hospital, finds 
that members of her committee 
are not only very popular with 
the hospitalized veterans but 
that the doctors and the occupa- 
tional therapy department, too, 
often call them in to work with 
the patients. 

Mrs. Maurice Strauss, an en- 
thusiastic Staff Aide in the Cush- 
ing Arts and Skills office, sees 
many heartwarming cases where 
discouraged patients are gain- 
ing an optimistic outlook 
through newly-found abilities in 
skills. One veteran, unable to 
continue his former occupation 
due to war injuries, was attract- 
ed to metal craft, a field in which 
he now excels. Others have at- 
tained successes in the fine arts, 
decorative arts, weaving, fabric 
stencilling, tooled leather work, 
and pottery. 

Sometimes the results do not 
merit continuing with the craft 
as a vocation. However, the 
worker received a great deal of 
satisfaction from the joy of the 
patient in his accomplishment. 
The victory is in the fact that 
the man is interested in wanting 
to participate in a creative ac- 
tivity. No craft worker forces 
her skills on a patient. The re- 
quest for help must come from 
the latter. Then the trained 
worker supplies him with the 
necessary equipment, guidance, 
and suggestions. All articles 
made from material supplied by 
the Red Cross belong to the men 
who take gr^at pride in present- 
ing members of their families 
with gifts which they themselves 
have fashioned. None of these 
articles are for sale. If the vet- 
eran wishes to make articles 
commercially he must buy his 
own materials. 

The Newton Chapter offers 
! courses for arts and skills per- 
sonnel. Women with particular 
skills or clever in sewing or in 
handcraft, and with an interest 
in this rehabilitation project are 
trained for duty. One of the 
difficulties is the scarcity of 
material.

It’s a smile warm with 
remembered pleasure of guiding 
two generations of youngsters. 

“Wasn’t I a handful. at times?”, 
the grown-up boy may ask next. 

Perhaps Lillian Swartz will 
toss her windblown bob in a nod 
of assent. As a playground di- 
rector in the Newton Recreation 
department she’s watched the 
growing pains of youth at play 
for over 25 years. 

“While I was away all the 
discipline you gave me came 
back into my mind,” the now 
grown boy will say. “It did me 
a lot of good because you were 
always fair.” 

Then Lillian Swartz will go 
home that night to 95 Faxon 
street, Nonantum, with the re- 
assurance that her theories about 
discipline have worked out well. 
“Discipline should begin at 
home,” she often says, “but some 
modern mothers turn it over to 
the school anti recreation depart- 
ments. But il{ you have discip- 
line while raftfing you 

have everything! Should a 
child need Reprimanding, then 
do it. But in the long run you’ll 
accomplish more by reasoning 
with him. And I believe in self- 
directed play. You get more co- 
operation by saying ’Let’s do 
this’ than by ordering ‘You do 
this!' " 

Growing up in a large family, 
Lillian had a great advantage 
in learning group play at an 
early age. Her mother, Mrs. 
Julia Swartz, raised five children 
in the green shingled duplex 
house on Faxon street. Eli, Hen- 
ry and Gerald are now running 
the Swartz Hardware Co. on 
Watertown street, begun back ii 
1895 by their father. The second 
daughter, Mrs. Gertrude Weiner, 
makes her home in Andover.

| Lillian was graduated from 
Newton High and from the 
Posse-Nissen School of Physical 
Education ( now part of the 
Bouve School of Physical Educa- 
tion.) Then she entered the rec- 
reation field when Mr. Ernest 
Herman was Commissioner of 
Recreation in Newton. The Ital- 
ian people in Nonantum had 
saved their pennies, dimes and 
dollars to buy a lot for play- 
ground use. Named the Haw- 
thorne playground, it was given 
with the stipulation that the 
city build and equip a playfleld. 
Lillian Swartz was the first 
director. Today the Hawthorne 
playground has two ball fields, 
a . separate children’s area with 
lots of apparatus and a small 
portable garage to store the 
equipment. And it still has Lil- 
lian Swartz whenever weather 
conditions make it possible to 
use the field.

Dr. Reeve H. Betts to Head 
Snrgical Unit in India

As the culmination of a long 
desire to become a medical mis- 
sionary Dr. Reeve H. Betts of 51 
Devon road, Newton Centre, 
sailed Tuesday with his family 
to live permanently in India. He 
will head the thoracic surgical 
unit at the All-India Christian 
Medical College at Vellore, South 
India. The only Christian Medi- 
cal College in India, it is sup- 
ported both internationally and 
interdenominational^ by 34 Mis- 
sion Boards. 

Born in Salem, Oregon, Dr. 

Betts was graduated from Wil- 
lamette University at Salem, 

Oregon. He took his medical 
training at the Harvard Medical 
I School and served his intern- 
j ship in the Rhode Island Hospi- 
I tal at Providence. He then had 
a one year fellowship in the 
Lahey Clinic in Boston and 
served an additional year on the 
staff of the Clinic. 

In 1942 Dr. Betts entered the 
army and served three and a 
half years as head of a unit 
doing chest surgery. He was 
awarded the Legion of Merit by 
the United States Government, 
received the Military Valor Cross 
from the Italian Government and 
wears six battle stars. Since re- 
turning to civilian life, he has 
practiced his specialty, thoracic 
surgery, in Boston and achieved 
wide renown. 

Dr. Betts was married to Miss 
Martha Jones of Nashville, Tenn., 
in 1940. She was a graduate of 
Sweet Briar College for Women 
at Sweet Briar, Va, Their three 
children are Eugene, five, and 
the twins, Anne and Peter, four.

But in modern urban life such expressions of a child’s in- 
stincts are necessarily illegal. “If a hoy peels the bark off a 
tree to make a toy boat to float on a pool, he destroys some- 
body’s birch, his dad has to pay, and the old lady who owns 
the goldfish pond has him chased by policemen.”

Raspberry Bavarian Cream 

1 tbsp. gelatin 
>4 cup cold water 
% cup sugar 
14 cup water 

1 cup crushed raspberries (frozen or canned) 

1 tbsp. lemon juice 

2/3 cup chilled evaporated milk (or heavy cream 

Put the gelatin in the top of a double boiler: pour in % cup 
cold water, let stand for 5 to 10 minutes at room temperature; 
add the sugar and the remaining water. Stir over boiling water 
until the gelatin and sugar have disolved. Remove from the 
stove; add tin* crushed raspberries and lemon juice. Set, the 
top of the double boiler in a pan of very cold water until the 
jelly is of the consistency of an unbeaten egg whiU. With a 
rotary beater, beat the jelly until light and the evaporated milk, 
Fold the jelly into the milk. Place in individual serving dishes. 
Place in refrigerator. Jelling time 2 to 4 hours. Top with rasp- 
berries if desired. Remember, to save those pennies, use evaporated 
milk foe the dessert.

Auburndale 
Woman's Club 

Colorful slides showing the 
beauties and wonders of Yellow- 
stone National Park were pre- 
sented to members of the 
Auburndale Woman’s Club on 
Tuesday afternoon by Mr. David 
H. Bremer, former ranger. Set 
aside solely for the enjoyment of 
all the people, this oldest and 
largest National Reservation 
contains many spectacular gey- 
sers and waterfalls, unusual 
geological formations, abundant 
wild life, hundreds of lakes and 
over a thousand strange hot 
pools, said Mr. Bremer. Located 
in the northwest corner of Wyom- 
ing and surrounded by high ran- 
ges of mountains, it is a high 
plateau with an average eleva- 
tion of 8,000 feet. Three hun- 
dred miles of fine highways and 
900 miles of trails are open to 
the tourist. 

Reviewing the history of the 
Park briefly, Mr. Bremer stated 
that Jim Bridger, a beaver hun- 
ter, discovered the area early 
in the 19th century but was un- 
able to convince people of the 
wonders he saw there. Later, in 
1870, citizens of Montana en- 
tered the country and decided to 
set it aside as a reservation. 
Through their efforts, Congress 
was urged to make a survey of 
the region, and in 1872 it was 
set aside as America’s first Na- 
tional Park. 

Mrs. Edmund I. Wilson, Chair- 
man of the Conservation Commit- 
tee, introduced the speaker. She 
also gave a report on the prog- 
ress made by the Memorial Fed- 
eral Forest Committee of the 
State Federation. $2,300, she 
said, has been collected toward 
this Forest. It is expected that 


a suitable site for the Forest will 
soon be found. 

Mrs. D. William Lovell, Vice 
President, conducted the busi- 
ness meeting. A report on the 
mid-winter meeting of the Mass- 
achusetts State Federation of 
Women’s Clubs held at the Hotel 
Statler Monday and Tuesday 
was gtven by Mrs. Keith C. Par- 
ris. Miss Anne E. Bunker regis- 
tered a protest against plans for 
the building of an asphalt plant 
at the lower end of Grove street, 
Auburndale. It would bring so 
much destruction to plant life 
and annoyance to householders 
that she urged members to send 
letters of protest to the Mayor 
against this project. Mrs. Roy 
Miller of the American Home 
Committee urged menibers to at- 
tend the cooking class to be 
conducted next Tuesday, Feb- 
ruary 24, at 2 p.m. by Miss 
Martha Logan from the Swift 
Company.

Last Friday evening in the 
church edifice in Newtonville, 
Wallace G. Strathem, First Read- 
er, introduced the lecturer as 
follows: 

Friends, on behalf of First 
Church of Christ Scientist, of 
Newton, I bid you a most cordial 
welcome to this lecture tonight. 

The subject of the lecture is 
“Christian Science: The Way of 
Obedience to Divine Law." 

While in a mid-western city a 
few days ago I noticed that under 
each traffic light was a sign 
which read “Obey or Pay.” This 
rather blunt warning reminded 
me that just as it is costly to 
break man-made laws, so do we 
inevitably pay for disobedience 
to Divine Law. 

But one loves to obey God’s 
Law as be gains through Chris- 
tian Science an understanding 
of God’s allness and His great 
love for all mankind. 

Perhaps one of the reasons 
for which we are most grateful 
to Mary Baker Eddy, the dis- 
coverer and founder of Christian 
Science, is her clear exposition 
of God as Love. In her textbook, 
Science and Health with Key to 
the Scripture, she tells us that 
God is Divine Love, and she^ 
writes, "Divine Love always has 
met and always will meet every 
human need.” And then in her 
book, miscellaneous writings, she 
says that “Obedience is the off- 
spring of love.” 

The greatest blessing that has 
ever come into my experience is 
my understanding of Christian 
Science, and in the measure that 
I have been obedient to Divine 
Law 1 have been protected and 
healed of physical difficulties, my 
business experience has been im- 
proved and opportunities to 
serve have been presented. 

It is with great pleasure that 
I present our lecturer, Mr. James 
Harry McReynolds, of Dallas, 
Texas. 


The lecturer spoke substantially 
as follows: 

Who it that demands our obe- 
dience ? In the First Commandment 
the divine decree is, "Thou shalt 
have no other gods before me” 
(Ex. 20:3). 

What is obedience? According to 
the dictionary it is the act or fact 
of yielding to authority, control, o’- 
a command/ Obedience to divine 
law means the act of yielding to the 
authority or control of divine law. 
And what does obedience to divine 
law- involve? It involves yielding to 
the law of Love. In the Gospel of 
John it is recorded that Jesus said, 
“If ye keep my commandments, ye 
shall abide in ny love; even as I 
have kept my Father's command- 
ments, and abide in his love” 
(15:10). 

Blessings of Obedience 

Obedience to the First Command- 
ment, “Thou shalt have no other 
gods before me,” bestows upon men 
the authority of divine law; and it 
is lack of obedience to this com- 
mandment which is the source of 
all our difficulties and troubles. In 
the light of Bible evidence, it should 
be clear that mankind’s mistakes 
and failures have resulted from dis- 
obedience to this all-inclusive di- 
vine statute. In view of this Bib- 
lical evidence we should bestir 
ourselves to greater and more spon- 
taneous obedience. • 

Think of the hardship, disap- 
pointments, and suffering which 
would be avoided if we made unto 
ourselves no graven images, such 
as the belief that man is material, 
that he is limited by environment 
and heredity, that superstition 
guides his destiny, that he must 
suffer and die, and that mortal so- 
called laws govern his life. But 
think what it would mean if man- 
kind recognized instead that the 
real man is spiritual, unfettered bv 
environment and heredity, guided 
by divine Mind, and that his life 
is governed by the immutable law 
of Truth and Love. 

Obedience is the chain which 
links mankind to divinity; it en- 
ables one to realize his at-one-ment 
with God. In obedience to the will 
of God one works with assurance, 
since that which God demands of 
man is certain of accomplishment, 
because the divine demand and the 
ability to meet the demand are 
from the same source. The intelli- 
gence and authority which proceed 
from God include no mortal ele- 
ment; consequently there is no pos- 
sibility of failure when utilizing 
them. 

Understanding of God Essential 

Someone may be saying, “If only 
I were able to undei stand God, 1 
am sure I would be obedient;” or, 
“I want to be obedient, but I don’t 
know who or what or where God 
is.” We are assured in the Bible 
that it is not only possible, but 
that it is our duty, to know Him; 
and further, that nothing but 
blessings result from this under- 
standing. "They shall all know me, 
from the least of them unto the 

?reutest of them, saith the Lord” 
Jer. 31:34); and "If ye be willing 
and obedient, ye shall eat the good 
of the land” (Isa. 1:19). 

The important thing, then, is to 
understand God aright The (men- 
tion naturally follows, How is it 
possible to know God, to under- 
stand Him, to be assured of His 
presence? This query is answered 
In the Bible and is made practical 
to human understanding in this age 
through the teachings of the Com- 
forter. Christian Science. In Deu- 
teronomy (4:35) we read. "The Lord 
he is God; there is none else be- 
side him.” God, therefore, is eter- 
nally the same, always like Himself 


| and like, nothing else, since there Is ! 
nothing outside of His infinitude. 
His infinite goodness, to which or 
with whom He can be compared. 
God is wholly good; and in the mag- 
nitude and sublimity of His all- 
embracing goodness the realities of 
being— ability, intelligence, and sub- 
stance — are always available in the 
overcoming of every human diffi- 
culty. 

Tn the Christian Science text- 
book. “Science and Health with 
Key to the Scriptures” by Mary 
Raker Eddv (p. 5S7), God is defined 
in nart as "The great I AM; the 
all-knowing, all-seeing, all-acting, 
nil-wise, all-loving, and eternal: 
Principle; Mind; Soul: Spirit: Life; 
Truth: Love.” Applying this defi- 
nition of God to the verse quoted 
from Deuteronomy, "The Lord he 
is God; there is none else beside 
him.” could be interpreted to mean 
that the Lord He is divine Prin- 
ciple; that is, He is the only cause 
or creator, and there is no creation 
except that which He has estab- 
lished; the Lord He is Mind, and 
there is no intelligence, ability, nor 
understanding except that which is 
derived from the one unlimited d» 

vine Mind; the Lord He is Soul, and 
there is no true individuality nor 
selfhood apart from Soul; the Lord 
He is Spirit, and there is no sub- 
stance, power, nor activity outside 
the supremacy of Spirit; the Lord 
He is Life, and there is no exist- 
ence. being, health, nor immortality 
except that which is bestowed and 
maintained by eternal Life; the 
Lord He is Truth, and there is only | 
harmony, law, order, justice, and 
faithfulness in the realm of uni- 
versal Truth; the Lord He is Love, 
and in infinite Love is included 
only goodness, mercy, purity, and 
loveliness. When mankind leaTns 
that the Lord is "the great I am; 
the all-knowing, all-seeing, all- 
acting, all-wise, all-loving, and 
eternal” Father-Mother God. who 
created man and is responsible for 
his well-being and bfeing well, he 
will have no reluctance in turning 
to Him for his help, guidance, and 
support. 

Christ Jesus’ Obedience 

The Master, Christ Jesus, both 
understood and was steadfast in his 
obedience to the First Command 
ment. Of him our I eader has writ- 
ten (and I quote), “...he swerved 
not, well knowing that to obey the 
divine order and trust God. saves 
retracing and traversing anew the 
path from sin to holiness” (Science 
and Health, p. 20). His strict obe- 
dience to divine Principle lifted his 
accomplishments entirely out of the 
realm of the problematical and 
j speculative, above the conflict of 
mortal mind and mortal mind con- 
troversy. His clear discernment of 
the Christ made it possible for him 
to know God as his Father, his 
creator, his onlv source of power 
and authority. His statement, “The 
Father that dwelleth in me, he 
doeth the works” (John 14:10), re- 
veals the fact that he was aware 
of his at-one-ment with God be- 
cause he understood the nature of 
God and consequently was never 
overawed by evil and its boastful- 
ness to power, prestige, and sub- 
stance. 

Jesus entertained no doubts as to 
his true identity as the Son of God. 
His statement. "I am come in my 
Father’s name” (John 5:43), makes 
it plain that Jesus was not God 
and did not claim to be God. but 
that he came in the power of God 
to manifest the Christ, to reveal 
to human consciousness the ever- 
present, redeeming, and saving na- 
ture of God. 

Christ, which Mrs. Eddy defines 
in the textbook as “The divine 
manifestation of God, which comes 
to the flesh to destroy incarnate 
error” (Science and Health, p. 
583), has been present in all ages. 
That Jesus recognized this truth is 
evidenced by his reply to those 
.Tews who questioned him regard- 
ing his identity and ilivine origin 
when he said. “Refnre Abraham 
was. T am" (John 8:.'>R). “This dual 
personality of the unseen and thp 
seen, the spiritual and material, 
i the eternal Christ and the cor- 
I noreal Jesus manifest in flesh, con- 
tinued until the Master’s ascension, 
when the human, material concent. 

! or Jesus, disappeared, while the 
spiritual self, or Christ, continues 
to exist in the eternal order of di- 
j vine Science, taking awav the sins 
1 of the world, as the Christ has al- 
ways done, even before the humar 
1 Jesus was incarnate to mortal 
■ eves.” writes the Discoverer of 
Christian Science (Science and 
, Health, p. 334). On the re«mrrec- 
1 tion morning, in order to lift the 
Magdalen’s thought above hie ma- 
I terial personal tv.. Tesus said. “Touch 
I me not” (John ?0:17); in other 
words he admonished her to cease ' 
clinging to his human selfhood and 
seek to understand what is defined | 
in Science and Health as "Christ \ 
the spiritual idea of sonshin” (ibid., i 
i p. 331). 

Material Sense Testimony 
Unreliable 

To those unacquainted with the 
teachings of Christian Science the 
declaration that evil is unreal may 
seem incredible, inasmuch as the 
truth of such a declaration is not 
in accord with physical sense tes- 
timony, but it is not puzzling when 
the use of the terms real and unreal 
is understood. All that proceeds 
from Truth, God, is classified as 
real because it is eternal, spiritual, 
and indestructible, and those things 
which appear real to the material 
senses are termed unreal because 
they are unlike God and therefore 
cannot proceed from God; and 
since God is the one and only cre- 
ator, anvthing contrary to His per- 
fect. spiritual creation is without 
actual existence or reality. 

Mankind has been so misguided 
and erroneouslv educated by ma- 
terialistic teachings that one is 
prone to treat ns incredible that 
which cannot be perceived by the 
physical senses. And yet what Is 
more real and tangible than truth? 
N’o one doubts the power and ef- 
fectiveness of truth in destroying 
a lie or a myth, in spite of the fact 
that truth cannot be seen or heard 
by the human eye or ear because it 
can only be mentally or spiritually 
discerned. 

We are constantly correcting 
physical sense testimony in our 
daily activities. We do not say the 
j sun, moon, and stars are lost or 
destroyed when thev are obscured 
by clouds, and no doubt is enter- 
tained that the light of the planets 
is continually shining. We see the 
effects of the material law of gravi- 
tation, but we cannot see gravita 
1 tlon or its law; yet we have the 
greatest reBpect for it and its op- 
eration, despite the fact that we 
have no material evidence to sup- 
port our faith in this so-called law. 

It was his perception of the 


Christ, Truth, which enabled Jesus 
to refute nbd correct material sense 
testimony. He was never bewil- 
dered hv the claims of the physical 
senses. Through his spirituality, his 
Christ liness, Jesus saw man as he 
really is. namely, ns the creation 
of God. whole, healthy, and har- 
monious; whereas those gaining 
their impressions through the phys- 
ical senses saw incompleteness, dis- 
ease. and inlmrmony. When hp went 
to the tomb of his friend Lazarus, 
he contradicted and corrected the 
evidence of the senses which those 
about him had accepted ns true, 
and said. “Lazarus, come forth” 
(John 11:43). Had he accepted even 
momentarily the evidence of death 
which Lazarus’ friends had ac- 
cepted, he could not have awakened 
him to the divine light of the 


says, “mav be rendered: Thou shalt 
hnve no belief of Life as mortal: 
♦ hou shalt not know evil, for there 
is one Life,— even God. good’’ (ibid.. 
P. 19). 


As a child Mrs. Eddy loved the 
Rihle narratives, and her continued 
study of them through the years 
gave her a thorough and practicnl 
knowledge of the Scriptures which 
made its teachings the word of l ife 
to her. This led Ker in later years 
to turn to God for healing when j 
the various schools of medicine 
failed to bring relief or effect a cure. 
She had often pondered the ac- 
counts of healings related in the 
Rible and was unable to accent the 
: theory that healings accomplished 
through spiritual means were no 
longer possible. Tt did not s^ni I 
1 either reasonable or logical to her

Christ, which reveals man as he 
eternally is, the unchangeable and 
deathless reflection or likeness of 
his Maker. And the same healing 
Christ which enabled Jesus to dem- 
onstrate the integrity and perfec- 
tion of man and to proclaim his 
own ministry of Love is present 
now to reveal to us the fruits of 
obedience. 

Reward of Steadfast Faith 

There is a narrative in the Old 
Testament, in II Kings, of a spirit- 
ually-minded woman who discerned 
and trusted the power of God. It is 
the narrative of the Shunammite 
woman. She had learned from 
Elisha’s teachings to acknowledge 
and obey the substance of the First 
Commandment. “The Lord he is 
God; there is none else beside him,” 
and implicitly trusted God to the 
exclusion of physical sense testi- 
mony. When to all appearances hpr 
only son was dead, she went imme- 
diately and confidently to Elisha, 
the man of God. When he saw her 
coming, he sent his servant to meet 
her and ask her if all was well 
with her. her husband, and her 
child, to which she^ resolutely re- 
plied, “It is well” (II Kings 4:26). 
Was she not turning away from the 
erroneous evidence of the material 
senses which asserted that her son 
was dead ? Spiritual sense alone en- 
abled her to know, as Jesus did 
when he said, “It is the spirit that 
quickeneth: the flesh profiteth 
nothing” (John 6: 63). Accompany- 
ing her to her house Elisha closed 
the door — shut out the material 
sense testimony — “and praved unto 
the Lord” (IT Kings 4:33). You 
know’ the result; his prayer was 
answered, and the lad was restored 
to life and was presented to his 
! mother. 

This is only one of many in- 
i stances in the Old Testament where 
false, material sense testimony was 
1 successfully refuted by those who 
were steadfast in their faith in 
God; thus proving that the dis- 
cernment of the spiritual truth of 
being is always available to those 
who perceive the unalterably good 
ar.d perfect nature of God. 

The Discoverer and Founder of 

Christian Science 

’ While these healing truths were 
utilized and demonstrated by the 
prophets, by Jesus and his disciples, 
and the early Christians, the Sci- 
ence of these works remained to 
he discovered bv a God-inspired 
woman whose spirituality also en- 
abled her to refute material sense 
testimony and give to the world her 
divinely inspired revelation. Chris- 
tian Science, or the Comforter, 
promised bv Jesus. Mary Baker 
Eddv. the Discoverer and Founder 
of Christian Science and T. eader of 
this great movement, in comment- 
l ing on the First Commandment 
! writes in Science and Health (n. 
I 340): “The First Commandment is 
mv favorite text. Tt demonstrates 
Christian Science, it inculcates the 
triunitv of God. Spirit. Mind; it 
signifies that man shall have no 
other spirit or mind hut God, eter- 
nal good, and that all men shall 
have one Mind. Thp divine prin- 
ciple of the First Commandment 
base* the Science of being, hv 
which man demonstrates health, 
holiness, and life eternal ” 

Answering the mjestion regarding 
the demands of this Science. Mrs. 
Fddv has written (ibid., p. 4(17), 
“The first demand of this Science 
is. Thou shalt have no other gods 
before me.’ This vie is Spirit. 
Therefore the command means this: 
'I’hou shalt have no intelligence, no 
life, no substance, no truth, no 
love, but that which is sniritual:” 
and again, “.Jesus urged the com- 
mandment. ’Thou shalt have no 
other gods before me,’ which.” she 


that God is declared to he eternal 
and unchanging and that there Is ! 
none beside Him. and vet one could 
not seek and find His help now ns 
in the Dast. 

As a result of her consecrated 
study of the Bible and her prayers 
| she was instantly healed of the ef- 
| fects of what was thought, to be p. 

I fatal accident. This convinced our 
L eader that she had found the heal- 
ing Christ, and she was inspired hv 
a divine impulsion to seek out the 
law of God which had so quieklv 
and marvelously brought about her 
recovery. Later, she wrote. “Jesus 
said: ‘These signs shall follow them 
fhat believe: . . . they shall lav 
hands upon the sick, apd thev shall 
recover.’ Who believes him ? He wn* 
addressing his disciples, vet. he did 
not say, ‘These signs shall follow 
von/’ but them — ‘them thal belipvr’ 
in all time to come” (Science and 
Health, p. 38). 

After her discovery of Christian 
Science Mrs. Eddy devoted here ev- 
ery thought and effort to the tori 
of making her discovery available 
to mankind. She never lost sigh* 
of the fact that of herself she could 
do nothing, and this great sense of 
humilitv and unfaltering reverence 
for God enabled her to accomplish 
her great work for humanity. She 
has given the full statement of this 
Science in her textbook, “Science 
and Health with Kov to the Scrip- 
tures” which may he obtained at 
Christian Science Reading Rooms 
and may bo found at most public 
libraries. 

Consistent Obedience Required 

Have not all of us at one time or 
another in the midst of trouble ap- 
pealed to God with such frantic 
zeal that we mistakenly labeled it 
| sincerity when actually it was 
nothing more than anxiety? Then 
when our temporary difficulty had 
vanished, we made little effort, to 
obtain a greater understanding of 
God and consistently obey Him. 
When seeking to rid ourselves of 
trouble, we affirm and protest with 
all our might that we are never out 
of His presence, but when the tense 
situation is eased, we are prop* to 
act as though God were less than 
omnipresent, or present only when 
I greatly needed. How much, more 
J consistent we would be J f we con- 
ducted ourselves on all occasions in 
accord with a realization that God 
! is always present! 

Jesus was able to accomplish his 
healing work instantly because he 
never had to consume time in re- 
minding himself that he was in the 
presence of God. It was his con- 
stant awareness of God’s presence 
and power which enabled him to 
perform his mighty deeds with case, 
naturalness, and directness. He did 
not forsake or turn away from God 
when there was no great trial con- 
fronting him or when there was 
nothing of consequence pressing 
him. He remained steadfast at all 
times in his loyalty and obedience. 

The fact that Jesus’ admonition, 
“Seek ye first the kingdom of God, 
and his righteousness; and all these 
things shall he added unto you” 
(Matt. 6:33), has not been heeded 
and obeyed more implicitly iH due 
to a lack of spirituality, lack of 
discernment of God’s omnipresent 
and omnipotent nature. Je.suB un- 
derstood what was involved in seek- 
| ing first the kingdom — that it meant 
laying aside every belief in a self- 
hood apart from the spiritual, every 
belief of substance, health, or pleas- 
ure in matter, and living in the con- 
stant realization of God’s goodness, 
ever-presence, and omnipotence. 

True Nature of Health 

The subject of health is one which 
is of vital concern to everyone. Let 
us do some logical thinking about 
it. leavir g our preconceived opin- 


ions long enough to consider it from 
a spiritual viewpoint. Tn the in- 
finitude of Life, which iV God, it is 
plnin that nothing exists which is 
unlike Him. In this perspective we 
see that health is not dependent 
upon a material body or physical 
organism, but emanates from God 
and is wholly dependent upon Him. 
Thus it follows that the divine en- 
ergy of Spirit, Life, is forever in- 
vigorating man, sustaining and sup- 
porting his being. 

Health, seen in its spiritual and 
true light, is to be realized, rather 
than regained; in reality it has 
never been affected by disease, in- 
jury. or ag%. for it is maintained by 
infinite and indestructible life. 
Nothing can be taken from it or 
needs to be added to it to make it 
complete and perfect. One realizes 
health just as he realizes his at- 
one-ment with God. You do not 
bring His presence into being or 
convey it from a distance. God is 
omnipresent — always and every- 
where present — consequently the 
divine qualities of Spi rit — substance, 
intelligence, and health — are always 
and everywhere present and need 
onlv to be recognized and accepted. 

Where Is man’s health? Tt might 
be said that wherever God’s rep- 
resentative, man is, health is. Be- 
cause health is spiritual it is not 
localized or excluded from certain 
areas: it is everwhere available 
and expressed; and when this is 
understood, it excludes all belief in 
any inharmonious condition. As one 
awakens to or becomes conscious of 
his freedom, does he not become 
aware of such freedom wherever he 
happens to be? Similarly, he mani- 
fests health as he awakens to its 
reality and presence. Through this 
awakening he loses at the same 
time the thought of disease. He dis- 
covers that the inharmony which he 
believed to he real has vanished 
through his acceptance of the re- 
ality of health — its indestructible, 
unchanging, and spiritual nature. 

When is man the image and like-* 
ness of God? Alwavs, because God 
is always expressed. Then, when 
does man exnress health? It must 
be always. Health is just ns much 
a part of man as any oth^r divine 
quality. Man cannot be the perfect 
expression of God and at the same 
time manifest anything less than 
health. Man is no more separated 
from health than he is separated 
from God. He cannot be sepa- 
rated from God. who is his life, and 
if he lives in God, he cannot he sick. 

This teaching of Christian Sci- 
ence regarding health may seem 
revolutionary, but mankind’s think- 
ing of it needs revolutionizing. 
Health is not merely a painless state 
of being, but a consciousness of 
man’s wholeness and of his com- 
plete agreement with God. We need 
to awaken to the ever-availabilitv 
of God’s “saving health” (Ps. 67:2). 

Strict obedience to the First 
Commandment brings freedom from 
disease and infirmity. To those who 
hold to the belief that health can 
he attained and maintained through 
the use of material means, this 
statement may sound impractical. 
Doubt arises simply because we do 
not sufficiently understand the men- 
tal nature of disease and the spir- 
itual nature of health. Tt is evi- 
dent on all sides that physicians 
are attributing more and more im- 
portance to the mental causes of 
disease. As an illustration, fpar is 
recognized by them as the direct 
cause of many kinds of ailments, 
both chronic and acute. Wo learn 
in Christian Science that fear is an 
clement of all disease. To eliminate 
fear it must he opposed with divine 
rather than human power, and the 
Rible tells us that this power is the 
manifestation of Love. St. John de- 
clares. “Perfect love easteth out 
fear” (T John 4:18). As .ve eradicate 
fear, thp main source of disease is 
destroyed: consequently there Is 
nothing erroneous left to produce 
an pffect. 

Practice of Christian Science 

Let me explain, though briefly, 
how one may begin the pr dice of 
this healing Truth. In the first 
place, the one seeking freedom from 
sickness, sin. or limitation might 
begin by acknowledging that the 
First Commandment is for his ben- 
efit, protection, aitd government. 
Through his acknowledgment of the 
fact that “the Lord he is God; there 
is none else beside him” he would 
claim his right to the blessings of 
this knowledge and obedience. ’He 
would need to be honest and sin- 
cere in rejecting any false sense of 
modesty which might hinder him 
from recognizing the truth about 
man in the image and likeness of 
God as the truth about himself, 
regardless of the physical sense 
testimony. Remembering that “the 
Lord he is God; there is none else 
beside him,” he would exercise his 
God-given authority to refute a 
spurious argument of evil as an im- 
pudent and baseless lie. 

Obedience to the First Command- 
ment enables us to understand that 
God’s supremacy and omnipresence 
preclude the supposititious pres- 
ence of anything unlike Him; that 
God, good, creates, governs, and 
maintains only that which is good, 
and, therefore, good for man. An 
acceptance of this truth would en- 
dow him with enlightened faith in 
God’s power to heal : in other words, 
it would destroy all belief in the re- 
ality of the inharmonious condition. 

He would acknowledge with con- 
viction that God is Truth, and that 
man is always like Him, rather than 
like any supposititious opposite of 
God; that God*is omnipresent and 
never absent; that God is omnipo- 
tent, all-powerful, and never less 
than all-powerful; that God is 
wholly good, not good at one time 
and evil at another, or a mixture 
of good und evil. He would ac- 
knowledge that God is eternal 
Spirit, in which there is no ma- 
teriality; that He is Life, in which 
there is no element of mortality, 
decay and disintegration; that, He 
is unchanging I^ove, not a mixture 
of Love and hate: that He is im- 
mortal Soul, in which there is no 
sensuousness. He would reulize the 
fact that God creates and governs 
ninn and is the source of his being; 
and that consequently man can ex- 
perience only health, harmony, und 
immortality, since there is nothing 
outside the infinitude of divine 
Mind for man to inherit or expe- 
rience. When these truths are re- 
nlized. the manifestation of free- 
dom from discord of every nature 
is certain to follow. 

I know a man who hud a most 
unsight I v growth on the side of his 
head. This condition made him 
very self-conscious, and his fear 
was so great that he became emo- 
tionally upset every time he men- 
tioned it. even in asking for Chris- 
tian Science treatment. Tt was 
nlttin that this abnormality had 
been produced and nourished hv the 
man’s fenr: In fact, It was hut the 


ohjectiflcntion rtf fonr. To have at- 
tempted to treat this case ns n 
material condition would ohvlouslv 
have been illogical. The scientific 
thing to do was to heal the man 
of his fenr. to help him replace his 
doubt and anxiety with steadfast 
faith In God’s healing and saving 
power. To this end Christian Sci- 
ence treatment was given, and very 
shortly it was evident that the fear 
was being dissipated, with the re- 
sult that in about three weeka’ time 
the parasitic growth had entirely 
di r snneared. 

This individual lmd become con- 
scious of the fact that God did not 
crcnte nor was He supporting the 
mnl formation, and this illumination 
enabled him to realize that it was 
nothing more than a perpetration 
of the devil, evil, a fnlsp belief, 
which the Apostle John tells us the 
Christ came to destrov. The man 
saw that the effect of his fear was 
lust ns mortally mental as was fear 
itself, and soon he was able to ac- 
cent and utilize the statement from 
Science and Health: “Truth de- 
stroys falsity and error, for light 
and darkness cannot dwell to- 
gether. T,i«riit pxtinguishes thp dark- 
ness, and the Scripture declares th«t 
there is ‘no night there.’ To Truth 
there is no error.— all is Truth” 
(nn. 474. 473). His healing was the 
natural outcome of his enlightened 
faith which graduallv dispelled the 
darkness of fenr with its effects. 

Magnifying Good 
Is It too difficult for mankind to 
accent the truth about God — His 
fnflnite goodness, omnipotence, and 
availability? Surely not! And 
Christian Scientists in increasing 
numbers are proving that disease 
can be permanently cured, har- 
mony restored, and poverty over- 
come through recognition of the 
unchanging nature of God and His 
constant care and protection of His 
creation. Every inharmonious con- 
dition which might beset humanity 
could be satisfactorily disposed of 
if each one would bestir himself to 
know God aright and anplv his 
sniritualized concept of Truth to 
the problem. There is nothing ethe- 
real or impractical in seeking to 
spiritualize consciousness — to see 
and acknowledge that there is one 
God and none beside Him. But 
rather it is impractical and unre- 
alistic to believe in any other power 
or presence. 

Let us exalt and glorify the power 
and goodness of God. In this way 
we shall be able to silence evil and 
its boastfulness, which seeks to 
make cynicism and coarseness ap- 
pear glamorous and worldly living 
smart, and instills a desire for In- 
dulgence in habits which lead to 
extravagance and licentiousness. 
If a thing is evil, the degree of its 
use does not alter its innate nature, 
and no good is accomplished by par- 
tab^ r of it in any degree, for evil 
onlj • suits in more evil and misery 
The fact that it is stupid rather 
than smart to temporize with evil 
should be obvious to all right- 
thinking people. Indulgence in evil 
cannot bring satisfaction, no matter 
what the temporary enjoyment or 
gain may appear to be. 

Permanent Peace Attainable 

Let us consider another phase of 
the fallacious propaganda of the 
carnal mind which says humanity 
ia unable to unite in peace as in 
vi, ar. War is primarily waged for 
peace, but when hostilities cease, 
the seeds of discontent sown by the 
carnal mind ripen in an atmosphere 
of suspicion and selfishness, because 
we fail to recognize and outlaw the 
real culprit, mortal mind, which 
blinds mankind with the mesmeric 
suggestion that peace Is not pos- 
sible between men and nations. The 
God whom we worship is not a 
God of war, but of peace. When 
we come to have faith in God, di- 
vine Love, and are willing to exalt 
and uphold peace instead of half- 
heartedly supporting it, lasting 
peace will be found to be practical. 

At this point I can almost hear 
someone saying, “But it is the na- 
ture of man to be fearful, and he 
will always be suspicious; fear, 
greed, and lust are so much a part 
of him that war3 will continually 
be waged for the survival of the 
fittest.” Now is this the truth about 
man ? The answer to this question 
can be found in Scriptural state- 
ments such as these: “God created 
man in his own image” (Gen. 1:27); 
“Ye are my wtnessea, saith the 
Lord” (Isa. 43:10); “I have created 
him for my glory” (Ibid., 43:7): and 
“Thou has made him a little lower 
than the angels, and hast crowned 
him for my glory” (ibid., 43:7); and 
8:5). In the light of these Biblical 
declarations it is clear that there 
can be no warring elements in the 
real man because he possesses and 
expresses only the divinely be- 
stowed qualities of Love. 

Overcoming Failure 

Perhaps no phase of the carnal 
mind has plagued mankind more 
nersistentlv than failure and the 
fear of failure. This suggestion has 
come to all of us in one form or 
another, and all have to some ex- 
tent yielded to the temptation to 
believe in it. The advance agent of 
failure is discouragement, and 
Christian Science enables us to rec- 
ognize this argument as a -sugges- 
tion of the carnal mind and over- 
come it. 

Discouragement and failure re- 
sult from the contemplation and 
acceptance of a personal sense of 
ability and responsibility; and 
whenever one thinks in terms of a 
selfhood apart from God— what he 
can or cannot do of himself— he is 
at that moment believing in a sense 
of limitation and restricted activ- 
ity. This personal sense of intel- 
ligence, substance, and power must 
be replaced by the spiritual sense 
of divinely bestowed ability. And 
how is this sense to he attained ? Tt 
is hv recognizing Spirit, God. Mind, 
as the source of man’s ntelligence 
and ability. 

Sniritual sense Is a quality of 
Soul, Spirit, which is forever ex- 
pressed bv man and is inseparable 
from his being. Through spiritual 
sense mankind becomes aware of 
the fact that God’s omnipotence 
and omnipresence expose the fal- 
lacy of failure, limitation, and in- 
harmony. God is telling us today 
j what he told the prophets cen- 
turies ago; “There is none that can 
I deliver out of my hand: I will work, 
and who Bhall let It?” (Isa. 43:13): 
and “T am the Lord. ... is there 
anv thing too hard for me?” 

These familiar and comforting 
words from the twenty-third Psalm. 
“The Lord is my shepherd; I shall 
not want,” have been rendered by 
a modern translator. “The Eternal 
shepherds me; I lack for nothing” 
(MolTatt). This statement cannot 
l>e both true and untrue. If we 
accept it as true, wn must accept 
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the fact that God’s boundless sub- 
stance and infinite goodness are 
available at all times and under all 
circumstances. There is no other 
life than omnipresent Life, no otluy 
substance thnn thnt which comes 
to man continually from Infinite 
Spirit. As the divine light of Christ 
illumines human consciousness, one 
awakens to a realization of contin 
ual security. 

That which is conducive to gen- 
uine security leads to ultimate sal- 
vation. We read in Science and 
Health these words (p. 291) : “Bu( 
this last call of wisdom cannot come 
till mortals have already yielded to 
each lesser call in the growth of 
Christian character. Mortals need 
not fancy that belief in the expe- 
rience of death will awaken them to 
glorified being.” We attain the 
blessing of complete salvation by 
overcoming fear, ignorance, and 
animality, in other words, the car- 
nal mirta which culminates in 
death. 

You will recall the narrative of 
Paul and Silas who were cast into 
prison and their feet fastened in 
stocks to make sure that they would 
not escape. As a result of their 
midnight songs of rejoicing and 
praise to God. the Bible records 
that “suddenly there was a great 
earthquake, so that the founda- 
tions of the prison were shaken: 
and immediately all the doors were 
opened, and every one’s bands were 
loosed” (Acts 16:26). After the 
keeper of the prison had witnessed 
God’s liberating and saving power, 
he turned to PmiI and Silas with 
the question, “Sirs, what must I do. 
to be saved?” The reply was, “Be- 
lieve on the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
thou shalt be saved” (ibid. ,16:30, 81). 

On another occasion Paul said, 
“By grace are ye saved through 
faith” (Eph. 2:8). Did he not imply 
that one must have faith in the 
healing and regenerating Christ, 
which comes to the receptive 
thought to illumine and purify hu- 
man consciousness of its fear, ig- 
norance, and sin? 

Commenting on the subject of 
faith. Mrs. Eddy has written, “The 
scientific, healing faith is*a saving 
faith; it keeps steadfastly the great 
and first commandment. ‘Thou shalt 
have no other gods before me’— no 
other than the spiritual help of di- 
vine Love. Faith in aught else mis- 
guides the understanding, ignores 
the power of God, and, in the words 
i of St. Paul, appeals to an unknown 
power ‘whom ... ye ignorantly 
worship’” (The First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, and Miscellany, 
p. 163). 

Salvation, therefore, is to be 
gained by living rather than dying. 
“I shall not die, but live, and de- 
clare the works of the Lord,” wrote 
the Psalmist (118:17). 

In closing may I quote from Deu- 
teronomy (10:12, 18), “What doth 
the Lord thy God require of thee, 
i but to fear the Lord thy God, to 
walk in all his ways, and to love 
him, and to serve the Lord thy God 
with all thy heart and with all thy 
! soul, to keep the commandments of 
the Lord, and his statutes, which I 
command thee this day for H'V 
good?”

Hugh Collett Van Roosen, USN, 
as a submarine officer during 
World War II.

When we speak of Volunteer Services, we are referring to a 
network of neighborliness and human consideration which is close 
to the heart of a Red Cross Chapter. The purpose of this branch of 
Chapter activity is “to enroll and train a large number of volunteers 
for instant and experienced service and to maintain an organization 
whereby these volunteers can be mobilized in an emergency.” 

Although some phases of Volunteer Corps have functioned in 
Newton since the Chapter received its charter in 1918, its Volunteer 
Service organization came into being soon after Pearl Harbor. 
Since then it has provided the services of well-trained corps of 
volunteers to carry out the Chapter’s program to the armed forces, 
veterans and this community, be It in time of peace, war or local 
disaster emergency. 

Although the peace-time volunteer Service program is naturally 
not as expansive nor as “glamorous” as that of the war years, it 
is nevertheless just as important. There will always be civilian and 
government hospitals and there will always be patients in these 
hospitals. There will always be Community Agencies which Red 
Cross may assist in their work to ease the burdens of life for some 
of our fellow citizens. There will always be the individual person 
whose closed-in life can be brightened by the friendly visit of a 
Gray Lady. 

Newton Chapter is deeply appreciative of the thousands of 
hours of volunteer service offered by hundreds of Newton’s citizens 
during the war. It is truly grateful to those who have continued, 
under peace, to give of their time and effort in their chosen branch- 
es. There is no limit to the future opportunities for service to the 
men who fought for us and to our neighbors. 

We never seem to reach the bottom of the barrel as far as 
volunteer needs are concerned — especially for Motor Service and 
Staff Aide Service. Considerable time may be given or perhaps 
only an hour or two a week. Training courses have been shortened 
somewhat, and information concerning any of the Services listed 
below will be gladly given. In some phase of Red Cross activity 
there is a place to use the interests, talents and abilities of every 
citizen of Newton who has the time and inclination to serve his 
neighbor. May we not lose 3ight of the vision of Henri Dunant, who 
with his small group of associates founded Red Cross less than 


100 years ago.

The work of Motor Service 
falls into three categories— mem- 
bers help to carry out routine 
Chapter duties, such as trans- 
porting material for Production, 
blood donors, and fund supplies. 
Should a disaster occur, Motor 
Service would be called out at 
once as it was in the recent 
break in a water main. 

There is a continuous need for 
the transportation of Red Cross 
volunteers and entertainers to 
Cushing Veterans Administra- 
tion Hospital. 

Motor Service also cooperates 
with other agencies in taking 
patients who are incapable of 
using public conveyances to and 
from hospitals and clinics, some- 
times is a daily assignment, over 
a period of time. 

Motor service owns two sta- 
tion wagons and one car which 
are in use almost continuously.

The Nurse’s Aide Program 
was started in Newton in Octo- 
ber, 1941. Three hundred and 
nineteen women have trained as 
Aides in Newton with 50 active 
at present. 

They have given aproximately 
200,000 hours to the Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital, the Peabody 
Home for Crippled Children, the 
Murphy General Hospital, Wal- 
tham Blood Bank, Cushing Vet- 
erans Administration Hospital, 
and the Convalescent Home of 
the Children’s Hospital. 

In case of disaster Nurse’s 
Aides would assist the graduate 
lurses in the hospitals or emer- 
;egcy stations. 

Who can measure the personal 
jatisfactlon when a sick and 
helpless patient comes out with, 
“This is the best back rub I 
have ever had — you’re swell!’’?

GRAY LADY SERVICE + + 


RECIPE FOR “GRAY LADY 
CAKE” — “Cream together one 
part spare time, with desire to 
help others. Add slowly one se- 
ries of lectures on Gray Lady 
service given by Red Cross and 
Hospital. Add dash of enthu- 
siasm, little courage, some orig- 
inality for flavor. Combine thor- 
oughly, steadily * beating in a 
few probational hours served in 
some hospital or community. 
Then ad alternately large guan- 
tity of well-sifted patience with 
equal amount of milk of kind- 
ness. Pour into warm heart, bake 
well in pan of experience. When 
done, top with a thick frosting 
of dependability. Serve in gener- 
ous portions.” * 

The Gray Lady Corps was es- 
tablished during World War I 
when the workers were called 
“PINK LADIES” because of 
their uniforms. After the war, it 
was established as a Red Cross 
service in convalescent quarters 
of the home hospitals. From this 
it grew to its present widespread 
organization. Its members pro- 
vide non-professional, friendly 
services for patients, those extra 
"luxury” services which a busy 
doctor or nurse, however willing, 
does not have the flme to give. 

Newton Gray Lady work is 
carried on in four units, two in 
hospitals, and two in the com- 
munity. 

The first group of volunteers 
to be trained at the Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital was a class 
of ten, this in 1940. Since then 
this Service has been an active 
and essential unit of the hos- 
pital’s routine. It supplements 
the nursing service* in many 
ways, which are highly impor- 
tant — in the wards, on the var- 
ious floors, in the library, and in 
the children’s department. 

At Cushing Veterans Adminis- 
tration Hospital in Framingham, 
Gray Ladies are truly morale 
builders to the men and women 
who served in the ware of this 
country. 

The day time Gray Ladies are 
kept busy with a variety of du- 


ties— writing letters or reading 
to patients, doing errands, play- 
ing games with individuals or 
groups, or asisting with hobbies. 
A veteran’s birthday is recog- 
nized by a party, planned and 
supervised by a Gray Lady. The 
evening Gray Ladies act as host- 
esses at the dances and enter- 
tainments for ambulatory pat- 
ients and supervise Ward Enter- 
tainments for bed patients. 

Community Gray Lady Service 
is the newest of Newtor’s Red 
Cross volunteer programs. It 
was organized a year ago for 
the purpose of serving those who 
are invalided within their homes, 
through the medium of handi- 
craft and other suitable forms 
of recreation or diversion. It was 
developed at the request of the 
Newton District Nursing Asso- 
ciation and the Board of Educa- 
tion. Most of the patients refer- 
red by th£ former agency are 
elderly, many of them arthritic. 
The hooked rugs, knitted gar- 
ments, articles of leathercraft 
and shell jewelry made by them 
are a reward in themselves, but 
perhaps of more value is the 
bringing to the person’s side a 
little of the outside world. 

The second phase of Commun- 
ity Gray Lady work deals with 
referrals from the Board of Ed- 
ucation. School pupils who are 
confined to their homes for two 
or more months are entitled to 
education by the City. The small 
number of hours or formal ed- 
ucation which these children re- 
ceive is being supplemented by 
craft instruction and recreation- 
al guidance. A group of 15 girls 
at Lasell Junior College have 
been trained and are most en- 
thusiastic over their visits to 
the homes of these children, 
many of them victims of rheu- 
matic fever, ostomyelitls and 
cerebral palsy. They are in- 
structed in the crafts which all 
children love, as well as in story 
telling. 

With the Red Cross always 
standing for friendliness, the lo- 
cal Chapter is pleased to be 
pioneering in this expression of 
neighborly activity.

The objectives of this service 
are two-fold: first, to provide 
family or mass feeding in the 
event of epidemics, disaster or' 
war; and secondly, to sponsor 
and direct practical community 
activities related to buying, pre- 
paring and serving of food. 

At the present time, Newton’s 
Canteen Sendee is functioning 
evenings and Sunday afternoons 
at Cushing Veterans Administra- 
tion Hospital in Framingham, 
^preparing and serving refresh- 
ments to the men in the wards 
and recreation hall. Weekly 
dances are held for the ambula- 
tory veterans where the cordial- 
ity of the canteeners is as much 
enjoyed as the food they serve. 
Newton’s Canteen Chairman is 
the Co-ordinator for all Canteen 
service rendered Cushing by the 
participating Chapters. 

The Cafeteria for Chapter 
House workers, operated under 
the Chairman’s supervision. Is 
greatly appreciated. 

Whenever the Bloodmobile unit 
visits Newton, Canteen Service is 
always on hand to serve meals to 
the doctors, nurses and volunteer 
worker?, and to provide the pro- 
per refreshment to the persons 
having just donated blood. 


PRODUCTION SERVICE 



Production is the manufactur- 
ing branch of Red Cross, and 
the oldest Volunteer Service. It 
is well known for having made 
thousands of surgical dressings, 
knitted articles and sewn gar- 
ments for federal and civilian 
hospitals and for overseas relief. 

Our overseas quota is now 
completed, but community needs 
are always present. Locally, 
Newton women sew for various 
community agencies making the 
always-needed layettes; for the 
District Nursing Association in 
making aprons and bags for 
their nurses; for the hospitals in 
providing such items as hot wa- 
ter bottle covers and bathrobes 
for use in the X-ray rooms; and 
for Cushing, stitching aprons, 
bibs, scarves, etc., on which the 
patients will later stencil designs.

This Week in Washington 

Republican Congressional leaders have been mapping a series 
of legislative acts which will begin parading across President 
Truman’s desk for presidential signature or veto — by March 1. 

First of these — the Knutson tax bilLand various appropriation 
measures already have been emerged from committee laboratories, 
and are ready for congressional action. The big flood of appro- 
priation bills are just now being reported out of committee. 

When Republican lawmakers returned to the Capitol after 
delivering Lincoln Day speeches in nearly every state, they were 
enthusiastic about public approval of the painstaking manner 
in which Congress is sifting and analyzing the proposed Marshall 
Plan for aid to Europe. 

In view of the current drop in commodity prices, people 
are glad Congress has refused to rubber stamp enactment of 
requests by President Truman for power to establish another 
OPA. If the 80th Congress were a New Deal “rubber stamp” 
Congress, the Marshall plan and price controls long since would 
have been law.

Transferring abruptly from my 
car radio, which was reporting on 
Good Government Day in the 
State House on Feb. 20, I hur- 
ried into my house to hear the 
balance of the program, only to 
be advised that I was just in time 
to hear former Rep.

The Newtonian was repre- 
senting the G.O.P., a gentleman 
named Wells from up Worcester 
way handled the Democratic 
angle, La Rue Brown of Boston 
took care of the independents and 
Oliver S. Allen of Arlington spoke 
for the Wallace forces. This, in- 
cidentally, is the same Mr. Allen 
who ran for Congress as a Demo- 
crat in the fall of 1946 against 
the Republican incumbent, Rep. 
Edith Nourse Rogers of Lowell. 
Mrs. Rogers defeated him by a 
vote of 98,488 to 38,575. 

What intrigued me about the 
brief part of the program which 
I heard was the vocal capacities 
of the other three gentlemen who 
lived outside of Newton. Had it 
not been for the repeated sug- 
gestion of the moderator to the 
effect that he would be very much 
interested in hearing Mr. Pat- 
rick’s views, I doubt if the latter 
would have been heard at all, ex- 
cept, of course, for the opening 
remark by the four participants 
in the round-table discussion. It 
seemed to me that he did a good 
job for the G.O.P., especially in 
connection with the rather un- 
fair criticism which we hear so 
frequently about the party’s 
utter lack of liberality in con- 
nection with both domestic and 
foreign issues. 

On the question of a third 
party, you heard about what you 
would expect. The more conserva-

There 
are so many factors involved 
and so many other legislators 
concerned In passing any bill 
into law. I did sponsor the bill 
creating a Board of Education 
and last year carried the bill 
into the House when It became 
law.” 

Rep. Lawson — "It is not easy 
to answer your first question be- 
cause I have had several inter- 
ests in the General Court. The 
improvement of the Election 
Laws has been my achievement 
which is probably the outstand- 
ing one. — Some people may 
think that my outstanding job

Rep. Whitmore— "Whatever, if 
any, may have been my accom- 
plishments since going to Bea- 
con Hill, I cannot classify them 
as individual or personal. I like 
to believe that I have contribut- 
ed to positive group or party 
action for the passage or rejec- 
tion of proposed legislation. 
Whatever bills I have introduced 
have had to do with the city of 
Newton ; one last year which had 
to do with retaining Newton’s 
contributory pension system, 
amending it to bring in all the 
benefits which are in the state 
system, but at the same time 
to allow Newton to run its own 
plan, which was one of the first 
to be established and which, in 
my opinion, is more soundly 
financed.” 

Rep. Whittemore — (taken 
from a phone conversation as 
the Representative was about to 
leave town on business).

Rep. Rawson — "My objective 
for this session is to do the best 
job I know how to do as chair- 
man of Election Laws and as 
Clerk of Military Affairs and 
Public Safety; also, to vote as 
intelligently as I can on the rest 
of the matters that arise.” 

Rep. Whitmore— "This year I 
have introduced, with the ap- 
proval of the Mayor and the 
Board of Aldermen, another bill 
which will permit acceptance by 
the city of part t of the pension 
laws which they did not pre- 
viously accept, and the deadline 
for which expired at the end- of 
1946. These are, of course, spe- 
cial bills.

He would be 
very glad indeed to participate 
In group meetings, to be held 
twice each legislative session, or 
oftener, for the purpose of meet- 
ing his constituents and learn- 
ing their views and desires. He 
thinks that a meeting about six 
to eight weeks after the Legis- 
lature has convened and another 
about two months later, 
be most helpful to all 
concerned.

Weston spoke of the work of the 
Board and the time given to the 
consideration of library matters, 
reported on conferences of the 
Library Board with the Newton 
Planning Board. Judge Weston 
stated, “The building of a new 
Main Library Building, the re- 
placement of certain of our 
branch library quarters with new 
branch library buildings, the ex- 
panding and improving of our 
present library facilities are ur- 
gent matters of essential city 
planning and must receive fair 
and proper consideration ' in re- 
lation to the educational needs 
of our community.’’ 

Thanks were expressed to 
Newton citizens who gave books, 
periodicals, pictures, musical 
records thus sharing in and aid- 
ing the work of the library. The 
Garden Clubs of Newton, New- 
ton Center, Newtonville, Auburn- 
dale were thanked for their as- 
sistance in beautifying the li- 
brary grounds. It was noted 
that the library buildings were 
cared for as to repairs and im- 
provements by the Buildings De- 
partment of the City and the 
grounds cared for by the For- 
estry Division of the Street De- 
partment. 

In speaking of salaries the fol- 
lowing; comment was made, “The 
Board of Trustees realizes that 
tl^ schedule of salaries paid to 
the staff of the Newton Free 
Library is regrettably low and 
is interested and concerned to 
improve this condition. It is the 
ability and spirit of the library 
staff which sets the standard of 
library service.” 

Librarian Harold A. Wooster 
pointed out in his report that 
“The citizens of today have in- 
creased educational and recrea- 
tional needs and an important 
part of these can be supplied in 
the most efficient manner by the 
use of public library facilities.” 
The library was described as an 
unique and outstanding public 
agency for the diffusion of 
knowledge, an essential, and 
strengthening institution of de- 
mocracy. The Newton Free Li- 
brary has just completed its 
77th year of service to Newton. 
The genesis of thejibrary goes 
Lack one hundred years to the 
Newton Book Club formed in 
January, 1848 by members “de- 
sirous of promoting the cause 
of Intelligence and Literature, a 
vause whose support is still the 
basic purpose and reason of the 
library. In spite of the com- 
petition for the time and atten- 
tion of readers it was reported 
that here was aji Increased use 
J of the library in 1947, “a larger 
book circulation, a marked in- 
crease in student and reference 
u«*\ increased use of the New- 
ton Library Hall, increased bor- 
rowing of musical records, in- 
creased use of periodical filed. 

The work of the library was

Finance, , Reading Material, Care 
of Buildings, Library Staff and 
Organization. The expenditures 
of the City of Newton for tI7e 
library budget in 1947 was $133,- 
61&09; the sum of $10,723.93 was 
returned to the City Treasury 
in fines and collections, library 
fines alone totaled $9,862.17. In 
addition to the library budget, 
the Buildings’ Department ex- 
pended $14,529.38 for the repair 
of library buildings and the For- 
estry Division $3,524.62 for the 
care of grounds. In connection 
with the standards as recom- 
mended by the America*! Li- 
brary Association the sum ex- 
pended for public library ser- 
vice in Newton, “is above the 
$1.50 per capita which ‘may per- 
mit limited, though inadequate 
service,’ less than the $2.25 per 
capita needed to ‘render reason- 
ably good service’ and far under 
the $3 per capita necessary to 
‘render services of high qual- 
ity.’ ” 

In regard to Reading Mate- 
rial Newton expended $20,940.46 
from the City appropriation in 
1947, and an additional amount 
of $4176.96 from income from 
funds. “Thte amounts to an ex- 
penditure of approximately one 
dollar per registered borrower 
or 28c per capita.” If the pub- 
lic library is considered as a 
public book club its value to 
library card holders is approxi- 
mately as follows: the average 
borrower borrows thirty books 
per year, these! will average in 
value from two to three dollars 
or from sixty to ninety dollars 
a year in reading material sup- 
plied. 

In 1947, 720,826 volumes were 
borrowed for home use, this is 
an increase of 6027 volumes, the 
increase in the item adult non- 
fiction was 10,649, there was a 
small decrease of 1791 volumes 
in juvenile circulation. 

Repairs to library buildings 
were an important item last 
year, the largest improvements 
were repairs to the Main Li- 
brary, enlarging the size of the 
library room at Newton Upper 
| Falls, and the making of the 
Library hall in the basement of 
i the Plummer-Mcmorial-Auburn- 
dale Branch Library. The li- 
brary now has two attractive 
assembly halls. 

Library salaries in Massachu- 
setts are lower than the recom- 
mendations of the American 
Library Association, recent li- 
brary graduates are securing 
positions in other states and the 
libraries of this state have had 
many difficulties in maintaining 
a properly qualified staff. The 
Newton library has had many 
staff changes in recent years. 
Tribute was paid to the work 
of Miss Mabel A. Singleton, 
Branch Librarian at Newton 
Highlands from 1908 until her 
death in March, 1947. 

A number of important sur- 
veys and studies are underway 
checking as to whether public 
libraries are proving adequate 
to their present opportunities. 
The findings of these studies are 
being considered by the Newton 
Board of Library Trustees.
